Eugene V. Debs upon the lec¬ 
ture platform is a man of inten.se 
action. HjsJong, angular form 
hcnils and sways, his long right 
arm crooks and lifts, his bony 
lingers shake and point - as he 
strives with voice ami gesture to 
drive liis argument home to the 
intelligence of his audience and 
clinch it there. He makes an in¬ 
dividual appeal. There is no 
broad shooting H a phalanx, there 
are no scattering volleys. It is a 
rapid succe-ssion of sharp-shoot¬ 
ing, in which every word counts 
and cvciy sentence nails an argu¬ 
ment. And always hd speaks to 
juu, and you forget tiuit there are 
othes who are listening. 

He was introduced by Pred. 
Stanley of the Labor-Journal in 
a brief but vigorous speech. .Mr. 
Debs said, in part; 

“The history of the human race 
oonsists in the main of a aeries of 
class struggles. It has required thou* 
sands of years to bring the race up 
from its primitive savagery to its 
present eondition, and mankind is 
atill far from having attained a per¬ 
fect civilization.

The 25,000.000 laboring men 
in the United States are iSftOOjOOO 
Twentieth Century, slaves. Their 
bodies are not sold, but the products 
of their labor are at the merey of 
capital.

1.—That th<» «latc legislature, the gov- 
ontor and our rrpretentativea In con- 

f ;reM ahall take Rurh action oa i« ealcu- 
•ted to bring about the nationalization 
of all the trusU, notably the cool truat, 
the meat tru«t, the oil truat, ;be sugar 
trust, the farming machinery truat and 
othera of the name kind, and pay the 
actual value fur the aame. 

2.—That the itate legialatnre, the gov¬ 
ernor and our repreoentative* in oon- 
greu ahall take each action oa will be 
calculated to bring about the national 
ownemhip of the railroads, telegraph, 
telephone, exprcM companies and steanr 
ship lines, and pay the actual vahie of 
the same. 

S.^That the state legisUture, the gov¬ 
ernor and our repreoentativea in oon- 
grrsa ahall take auch action oa will be 
calculated to enact a law, granting every 
wage worker over GO yearn of age. who 
has earned tesn than $1,000 a year and 
haa been a citizen of the UniM States 
for sixteen years, at least, a pension of 
not less than $12 a month for the rest 
of his life. 

4.—That no city in Wisconsin shall 
bare the right to toll, leoM or give 
away public francdiises.' Pro’eided, how- 
oTtr. in ooMo where txiaiiog laws 
or exiremo neccMitr make a fronebioo 
afaoolutely unavoidamo, the groniiog of 
the fronehise muot be submHtod w a 
referendum of the votora of tbe respoe- 
tive city or township for a deeiskm be- 
for« it'msr be grantod. That evory 
city ehall * have the right to tan 
poeeeesioc of all ita public ntilltiea 
by paying to tbe preeent o irpere the 
price of the properties involved, ae ftxod 
by an'impoitiai jury, ihe rama not to 
include frtnaUe values; and that 
every dty and tovmship shall have the 
r^t to bstte>ho&de up to the amo«nt of 
5 per eeot the entire tnx voluiiiim' 
for that p«irpi.''sa. 

5.—That the etate legialatnre. tbe gov¬ 
ernor and <mr reprcoenUtlvea In eon- 
greee shall take st^ calculated to bring 
about the enoetment of a notlcnal law 
by which the government of the United 
^ice will the dtiee and town- 
shte money on bonds iseued by eeid 
dtSM and towMkipe up to 60 prr cent 
of the eioeeeed vnlooikm. Sndi ionn 
skoU be nub^ in ImoI tender and wHh- 
out intcreit, the rerand t6 take pinee in 
twenty yeora in equal skrnna. lUa

Ik—That tbe state legislature, the gov¬ 
ernor and our representativea in con¬ 
gress shall take the initiative to tho 
effect that the United States constitu¬ 
tion be so amended as to abolish the 
United States senate, which is a bul¬ 
wark of capitalism and tnutocrscy. Fur¬ 
thermore, wo demand that the Uait^ 
States jodges shall be elected by the 
people of their respociWe districts, for 
terms not to exceed six years—this in 
order to m a k e an end'of government by 
injunction. We also demand that an 
elective offices, tbe judrea inciiided, shall 
be mode aubje^ to the imperative man¬ 
date, and to a recall by the express^ 
wish of three-fourths of their constitu¬ 
ency. 

7. -~That tbe i;tate shall provide free 
school books ind school utensils to tbe 
pupils of the public sdioobi, end idso io 
parochial and private ocbool i who shall 
under certain legal conditions oa to 
standards of inotnuriion moke demand 
for the tome booko. We diso demand 
legislation enabling ecfaool districts in 
the country to give better ochool faciH- 
ties and free tronsportatioo to end from 
e^kool for the children. 

8. —^Thei laws be eBocted limillog the 
worklBg day of youths under 21 years 
of age and wocnen of any age em{4oyed 
anywhere in W'ieeonsiB to e^ht boors a 
day, and. prohibiting the employmout in 
any factory, store, workabM or mbt^ 
of children under IG years of age. 

That every dty or township sheil 
have, the right to CMtobUsh a public coal 
yard and b pnbUe ke bouoe, when oool 
and wend om ice ahall be cold to the 
dtbena at coei, Otloi and townshiikt 
eboH also have, the right to esiabli^ 
public obaitoirs (elougfater hoosee) and 
to ieeue bonds for thM purpose.

T * '■'""IHK truHt question i* a national 
question, but in state affshs 
*1’^ ihe Social-DemocTstic par- 
iKlIBji ty stands for every radical 
^ itltangc that will bring more 
W'ealth, more culture and more safety 
to the masses of the people. The So¬ 
cial-Democratic party uelievea in eelf- 
governpirnt for cities; in a just and 
fHjiiitable taxation, and in the highest 
development of a reasonable public ser¬ 
vice. \Ve also demand better le^lation 
for the protection of life and limb in 
factories and mines, the public owner¬ 
ship of public utilities as a fact and not 
as a mere phrase, and protection against 
hardship and misery in old age -«ot os 
a charity, but oa o right. If we get 
the politiMi power in this state we will 
carry out these and other Social reforms. 

But we call attention to the fact that 
the measures we urge are in no way a 
cure for all the existing evils, nor ore 
tber all Socialist iBsUtutkms. Tliey are 
to be viewed rather as mere paQiattves, 
capable of being corrisd out even under 
the present condiUoika. Under no cir- 
curastances should the people rest con¬ 
tent with palliatWea of this kind. Tbe 
people should move onward to the con¬ 
quest of aB public powers, to an enttre 
cnange of tbe present system for one 
which will socur* to the people coUeel- 
ively the blessings of our modem in- 
ventians, and a standard of dvQtzatioo 
and cuHnre hitherto unknown ia history.

Hera there ii absolntrty no eiense whaterer fOr the statement that 
private owncrdiip can erso prodnoe more cheaply. There need be no 
oiscumion as to what the hraefit to the public would be under these 
eircumatanees, if the gas plants were owned by the rahnidpelitics. 

In the matter of Ele^ie Lighting there has herni some confusion, 
and more misreprceentation, because of the differences of local elements, 
and the diffmnees in kinds and quantities of currats naed. But even 
ao we still are in posieasion of fa^ which will enable any fair minded 
tldennan to decide whether under eny ciieuraeteneea it ii wiser for the 
people to own their own electric light plant or to hire the lighting done 
»y ajmrate eompeny.

The ubore is only a suggestion of the material that may be had, bv 
referring to the authorities quoted, a* well as others. 

The true main objection to municipal ownership ia on the ground 
that public ownership is not as progieasive as private ownership, owing 
to the lack of persoiul interest. But ail facts thus far submitted go to 
•how that it is a decided advantage to have the personal interests elimin¬ 
ated, and the interests of the public made the dominating facto: in anv 
given entarprise. 

To begin with, we will quote Mr. Cowdery, of the Milwaukee Gas 
Co., on the aubjeot srito which he ia moat familiar and where he may be 
ampted aa an authority. He saya: “The gaa business, and progress in 
iL hai bpen greatly retarded by methods which are not sound in prin- 
opla, but greatly speculative m their nature.” No doubt he is more 
than ever of thia opinion, after hU recent deal with the Semet-Solvav 
erawui Prof. Bemii rightly layt on the same point: “Private gas 
oompanics, with an assured monopoly, often feel leas impellt'd to make 
improvementa than public companies controlled by the voUrs, whose 
d e m a n d s for cheap ^Ught, etc., can be brought to bear upon their own 
agsets to more eatily Oran upon private companies.” 

This argument ia often supported by reference to the publiclv 
OTOrt railways of Europe aa being to behind those of the United State.i, 
which are privately owned. But thoae who bring the argument forget 
to compare the publicly owned railways with those privately owned in 
tha iws or aiming countries, whera thsy will And the proof that it is 
Mt becanw they are publicl.v owned, but because all railroading in 
Enropa la behind that of Amarica. It ia taid that they do not even have 
bkggage che^ in England; but the railwava are not publicly owned 
ftere as yeti 

Comparing two similar services in this country, let ns ask, which 
^ been more progressive, the United SUtea Post 0^ or the Western 
union Telegraph Company? The latter has pigeon-holed inventions.

Has fostered gunbling on race- 
trade retoms, kept ita prioaa w to the bi(^t possible limit, and to cap 
thaelimax, emplovs baoies! Compared with the EngUah National Tele¬ 
graph it if old-fogyisb and out of date, and recently had to tend for 
soam Enjlisti Telqarapliic Enginaers to tell it how to get its lines into 
proper shape. It has refuted ao far to use the two best and latest in¬ 
ventions in conneetion with wire telegraphy. Its stock in 1897 was 
found to be $97,000,000, of which about $92,000,000 waS water. There 
ia private “enterprise” for you! 

But publicly, owned plants have shown themselves to be progressive, 
in thei*, efforts to aarva the public. Extciuian of water mains, ga.s 
Im.ina, electric light circuits and street car lines is the rule, ss soon a.s 
these sre taken under public ownership. They are progr^iye also in 
constsivtly reducing the price of the service, until at least it is re<lnecd 
to cost. 'Hiis kind of progress can never be exp.'cted of private com¬ 
panies. Only a municipal plant can progress in that direction. That 
IS the big ar^meot, after all, for the municipal plant, from this point 
of view.

The tUagad reply cooaista wholly of words. From first to last it is 
a quibble over minor points. Every material fact is evaded; every ir- | 
gelevant detail is brought out and made to do duty in the circular 
priieeaaion. 

Tba mg en tial truth of mv statement has not and will not be de- 
Biad. It can not be antwered by personal abuse, nor extinguished by 
• deltga of meaninglcis words. 

I wore foolish enough to pose as a ''martyr,” what has 
that to do wiUi the case? Does it alter the fact tbit Mr. Mitchell, Mr. 
Wilson and.Mr. Lewis used all the power of their offleial positions to 
tialp tbe operaton reduce the wages of the miners, sud this after Mr. 
(MttriMil had proved conclusively that the reduction was “unwarrantod” 
and after he had declared he would never consent to it? 

Never mind about the "diseased imagination,” the ''crucifled 
martyr” and toe particular hour of adjournment; is the above state¬ 
ment true or is it false?

E attituito of a gmeral on a field of battle, first assuring his soldiers 
t their cause ia just and that they must face the enemv like men 
i then, on tbe eve of the ^ht, turning about and aaviug to flie 
Mine toldiera who had so lustily cheered him: “ I have been in con- 
tferenoe with tha general on the other side and he has convinced .mo 
that we are taking deaparate ebanees of lieing whipped and so I advise 
that you accept the terms of the enemy and retreat from the field with¬ 
out a fight.” 

As to the personal insinuations which are supposed to serve, wher*. 
ffaeta fail, I regret aa much as Mr. Mitchell seems to enjov tlie meagre- 
*«*• of my service to the working class, but little as that service may 
amount to, I have the sitiafaetion of knowing that it is not of a quali¬ 
ty to inspira the capitalist press to convince me that Iiam the greatest 
labor leader on earth. 

And little as I may claim, as compared with Mr. Mitchell, there 
Is yet enoi^h to include an almost fatal sunstroke, sustained on a public 
highway, the only place allowed me imder s federaL injunction, whilq 
rallying a My of coal miners to unite in the fight for an increase of 
wages and join the United Mine Workers of America. 

Mr. Mitchell claims that I accused him of dishonestv. I deny it. 
No fueh charge was made by me. I am ooncerned with sets and facts 
and not with motives. Mr. Mitchell’s honesty is not in question. Let 
that be conceded. Bosults remain the sime. 

Njw what are the questions in controversy? 

First—In my article of April 9th I incorporated a press dispatch 
sent out bj the Pittabnrg Post on March Gth, saying that it, the Pott, 
had it upon the “beet authority” that there would be no strike, that 
the miners would accept the redaction and that a two years' contrset 
would be signed. 

The dispatch was sent out afttr the convention of miners at Ind¬ 
ianapolis had turned down tbe ultimatum of the operators and a strike 
seemed so imminent that the press uniformly declared that “only a 
miracle could prevent it.” 

The prediction mode in the dispatch came true to the letter. There 
WM no (trike, tha reduction was accepted and the oontrect was mad j for 
two yean. 

The dispatch was undoubtedly sent out on the “best authoritv.” 
It was true prophecy. Now the question is, who is the “best authori¬ 
ty" as to whether the miners will strike or not? Did the Port speak 
upon such auttority? The outcome verifies it. Again, did the Port 
have snefa anthori^, or did it lie ? The Port is friendly to Mr. Mit¬ 
chell, will he eay it lied ? Will he have the Port name its “best an- 
Ihority”? 

I inferred that tho Port's "best authority” was Jlr. F. L. Bobbins, 
leader of the mins owners, who lives at Pittsburg, where the Post is 
published, and I then ask^, “Did Bobbins, ' leader of the operators, 
have an understanding with Mitchell, president of the miners,” and i 
answered, "It must be admitted that it looks that wav.” 

This ia the Mint that excites the wrath of the union officials. I 
now repeat it To me it looks that way. I canui;t avoid that ooa- 
elnaioB. 

'The tmly error I made was in the date of adjournment. The con- 
jventlon adjourned March Tth, not the 5th. Upon this point I stand 
(Comotad, but it ii wholly immaterial. The convention refiised the ulti¬ 
matum of tbe operaton on the 5tb, the press reports saying “the vote 
WM CMt in the face of the opposition of Preaident Mitebell and the 
other national officers.” Next dev the Port sent out its prophetic die- 
pa^. That is the point at iseue, THE ACTION OF THE CON¬ 
VENTION AND THE POST’S PROPHETIC ANNOUNCEMENT 
NEXT DAY. The date of adjournment does not alter the fact in the 
■milleit degree. 

“But,” aays Mr. Mitchell, “Mr-Robbins had not returned to P,tt^ 
burg and therefore could not hive given the Port the information-— 
that disposes of the ‘Misetatament.’” Not quite. ’The Post had a re- i 
preaentimve at IndianapoUi and there ere telegraph wires between 
there end Pittsburg.

He mere¬ 
ly ims possession of the top layer of t!ic earth whidi is encompassed 
wkldn Ills fences, and oven that can be w'rosted away from him with 
scarcvly a moment’s notice provided mineral deposits are fonnd under- 
ncjith and the fnnd .-^ller wants to use the surface of the ground to 
caiTv op mining operatioas. 

AVe have finally gotten posses-sion of one of the land oontrnci 
danksJv* which siicli sales are made and by which the buyer can after 
rani be ou.steil froriv.his property. It ia from a contract which the 
IVisj-onsin Central railway’company is disposing of a wide strip of 
country w'hich the' state of Wisconsin deeded to it in the daya when 
railway building operations had to be encouraged. The territor)' has 
proven a great “spec” to the road and has already produced a good 
crop of millionaires—and wijl still continue to, to judge from these 
clausc.4 in the contract:
